CAREER A REMARKABLE ONE 

Stephen Benton Elkins had a remarkable 
career crowded with adventure and romance. 
He was one of the strong men of the United 
States senate, and a leader in the financiai 
circles of America. In early life he was 
condemned to death by a border gang of out- 
lows.and in his declining years he refused 
to permit his daughter to wed a duke unless 
she should be accorded all the digntty com- 
meneurate with such a marriage. 

Mr. Elkine was born in Ohio, educated in 
Missouri, practiced law in New Mexico, 
maintained an office in New York, gathered 
up much property in West Virginie, and was 
elected United States senator from that state 
and from the beginning to the end of his ca- 
reer Of activity was an all round American 


citizen. 


Saved by Cole Younger. 

When the future senator was teaching 
school in Missouri at the age of 20 he was 
riding along the Kansas line one day and 
taken prisoner by the Quantrell marauders 
as a union spy. He was saved from death 
by Cole Younger, a member of the band, whe 
aided him in a thrilling night escape on 
horseback. The. Younger brothers had gone 
to school to Elkins. The brothers afterward 
were sentenced to prison in Minnesota for 
bank robbery. Nikins never forgot them 
and worked unceasingly for their release.

availing, but at last they proved succeseful 
and the Youngers were paroled.

BOY COMPANION 


Leslie Carlson Confesses to Ac- 


cidental Killing of John’ 
) Wisniewski.

Leslie Carlson, 12 years old, after defying 
Inspector of Police P. D. O’Brien, Capt. John 
Mc Weeney, and Lieut. Patrick McCauley for 
two days, last night confessed that he ehot 
and killed his playmate, John Wisniewski, 


while playing wild west with him. 


He said that the shooting took place in the 
basement of his home, that he covered up the 
body the best he could, and kept his secret 
for Six weeke because he was afraid that he 
would be hanged for murder.“ 

The recital was one of the strangest and 

most pathetic confessions ever made in a 
Chicage police station. 

“ You won't hang me if I tell you al) about 
it, will you?” he implored Lieut. McCauley 
of the South Chicago police station. 


Tragedy Follows Indian Game. 

When assured that he would got go to the 
gallows reluctantly, but little dy little, the 
whole story of the tragedy was made known. 

We were all playing Indian round a fire 
in a field,” said Leslie. I had my papa’s 
revolver, and Otto Johnson shot it some- 
times, then my brother Roy shot K. He 
told me to take it back to the house, and I 
did. I didn’t know it was loaded any more. 
We shot it four times and I didn’t know there 
were any more shots left. 

„He (referring to Wisniewski) went with 
me. He said to play Indian and cowboy 
gome more and we went into the basement. 

„ said to him, Tou want to get shot?’ 
and he said, Who's afraid. Then I pulled 
the trigger with both of my hands and the 
gun went off. I was holdipg it right close 
to his coat. He fell down and I saw he was 
dead. I tried to get him to talk, but he 
wouldn't open his eyes. Then I pulled him 
over to a corner in the basement and cov- 
ered him up with clothes and things. 


„ Feared He Would Be Hanged. 

“I couldn't sleep at night and ali the time 
I was afraid that somebody would find him 
and then I would be hanged for murder. 

„ All the time I kept away from the base- 


ment, I was afraid to go in there, but ons day. 
mamma made me go down there with her 


and help her wash the clothes. All the time 
I was afraid that she would see John lying 
there, but she didn't. I awful afraid, 
but I would not say anything to her. 

Now I guess I can sleep better, if you 
won't hang me.“ 

When aesured that his own life would not 
be the forfeit for the accidental killing of his 
playmate, Leslie was overjoyed. 

The confession came after a series of con- 
flicting stories told by young Leslie, in which 
he stoutly maintained his innocence. It was 
not until near midnight that he finally broke 
down. : 

Confession Clears Other Boys. 

The confession clears his brother Roy, two 
years older, of connection with the shooting. 
As well as Otto Johnson, who was known to 
be with Lestie Nov. 18, the day of the killing. 
Lese le the som of Cari ‘A. Leslie, 8810 
Mackinaw avenue Wisniewski was 8 years 
old and Mved at 8884 Mackinaw avenue. 

Leslie will be held at the South Chicago 
police station until after the inquest this 
morning at 10 o'clock, when he will probably

agreement, and wage competition against all 
lines outside the conference. 

As a result, it Is alleged, the Russian vol-

PLEDGES A FAIR DEAL. 


All Factions, Except Cook County 
„Wets,“ Seem Pleased with 
the Result. : 


Springfield, III., 4—{Special. }—Charles 
Adkins, Bement, e county, a farmer, is 
speaker of the house of representatives in 
the forty-seventh Illinois general assembly. 

Adkins, a Republican dark horse, was 
elected by a vote of 84—the solid Republican 
strength of the house—to 52 for George W. 
Alschuler, the Deftmocratic caucus nominee. 
Sixteen anti-Lorimer Democrats refused ta 
be bound by the Democratic caucus and voted 
for George W. English for speaker. 

Adkins is a “Gry.” He was a “ band of 
hope*’ man in the last house, a Lorimer man 
on the senatorship, a Deneen man on water- 
ways and direct primaries, member of the 
Peoria decency conference,is strongly’ backed 
by the Legislative Voters’ league, and is 
closely in touch with his congressman, WIl- 
lam B. McKinley. 

Adkins Pledges “Fair Deak” 

Speaker Adkins tonight said that he made 
but two promises to the“ men who voted for 
him previous to hie election. 

“I promised to give both Republicans and 
Democrats a square deal on the floor of the 
house, he said, ‘and I promised to give. 
the ‘ wete’ and the ‘drys’ the same treat- 
ment. I will refer all wet and dry leg- 
lation to such committees as will take the 
measures to the floor of the house for settle, 
mem. Then it all can go to a vote. 

“ As to my policy, I can't outline ft at thie 
time. 1 do not want to fly off the handleend 
say what I will do or what I will not do. But 
I will say that while I do not wish to be 
classed as antagonistic to the governor, I 
believe the administrative depart ment should 
care for ite business, and that the legislative 
branch shoud be allowed to take care of its 
own business. 

Let the governor run : his foo and I'll run 
mine, and I'll be fair to him and expect him 
in turn to be fair to me.

Victory for Shurtleff Faction. 

The election of Adkins wes accomplished 
by an arrangement engineered by repre- 
sentatives of the Shurtleff faction. They 
nad abandoned all hope of perfecting a sec- 
ond bipartisan combination, which, if suc- 
cessful, would have elected Afschuler to 
the speakership when twenty-one “ dry ™ 
Democrats and friends of English met in @ 
eonference this morning and refused to vote 
for Alschuler. ws 
Then the ultimatum went to the regular 
Republicans that the Shurtleff contingent 
would support Tice or Adkins on the floor 
of the house if the caucus nomination went 
to either of them. The King-Hamilton-WIl- 
son element, representing the old band of 
hope, united in the caucus against Tice, who 
was not a member of the last house.

Chicago Subways. 


In regard to the proposal to allow the 
city of Chicago to build subways, the mee- 
sage says:

Under the terms of the rivers and harbors, 
act of June 25, 1910, provision was made for 
the appointment by the Yederal government 
of a board of engineers to confer wiin the 
authorised agency of the state of Illinois con- 
cerning and to consider and report upon the 
feasibility of a waterway from Lockport 
by way of the Desplaines and Illinois rivers 
to the mouth of the IHinojs river. As the 
agent of the state of Illinois for this con- 
ference I appointed Isham Randolph, presi- 
dent of the internal improvement commis- 
sion. ; 

“Mr. Randolph and I appeared, during 
last month, before the federal commission 
at Washington and presented in detail the 
present situation of waterway matters m 
this state affecting the subject matter of 
the conference. The federal commission is 
now in session at Washington and Mr. Ran- 
dolph is to appear before it this week. It 


\ is expected that the commission will make 


its report within a short time, when I shall 
transmit to you a special message giving you 
information regarding the report and making 
guch recommendations in reference thereto 
as it seems to me the facts warrant. 

„ At the same time I shall submit to the 
general assembly some further information 
regarding the Dresden Heights case, al- 
ready discussed in my message of Dec. 14, 
1008, and shall transmit to you my recom- 
mendations in regard thereto.“ 


Taking Over Dunning. 

In his comment on the work of the state 
board ot administration the governor recom- 
mends that such legislation be enacted as 
will result in the complete state care of the 
poor and the insane. This means the taking 
over of Dunning, the big insane hospital just 
outside the city of Chicago. The governor 
commends™the following recommendations 

f the board of administration to the legisla- 
lie for ite consideration: 5 

The enactment of a law that Will enable 
the board of administration to utilize all 
funds received by the charitable institutions. 

The enlargement of the Lincoln State 
school and colony or the erection of a sepa- 
rate institution for the feeble minded. 

The enactment of a law making it a grime 
for any person to remove, aid, assist, or abe 
the removal of or procure or assist any 
inmate of a state institution to escape from 
any such institution. 


Railroad Commission 
On the subject of new legislation to in- 
crease the power of the railroad and ware- 
house commission, Gov. Deneen says: 
„Under the provimons-of the statute, the 
commission is charge@ with the duty of 
making up for the reilroads a schedule 
reasonable maximum rates of eg for the

tariff commission bill at this session of con- 
gress were agreed upon today at a conference 
between President Taft and Senator Aldrich 
and Representative Nicholas Longworth. 
Senator Aldrich gave his persctial promise 
that the bill would pags the senate, and simi- 
lar assurances already have been forthcom- 
ing from Republican leaders in the house. 

Mr. Longworth presented the finel draft 
of his bin, which embodies the ideas of the 
president and some of the features in the 
bill introduced in the senate and house. Sen- 
ator Aldrich read the measure and expressed 
his approval of the general plan proposed. 
The bill will be introduced by Mr. Longworth 
when the house reconvenes tomorrow. 


Fight Is Probable. 

The bill will be considered at once by the 
committee on ways and means, where a lively 
fight is in prospect unless the president suc- 
ceeds in winning at least one more convert to 
the permanent commission proposition. The 
committee is composed of nineteen members 
twelve Republicans and seven Democrats. 
The committee members pledged to aid the 
legislation are Chairman Payne, McCall, Hii, 
Boutell, Needham, Fordney, Caines, Long- 
worth, and Ellis, The Republican members 
who are standing out In opposition are Cal-

REBELS TAKE MBXICAN TOWN 


Cusihuriachic, Place of 8,000, Is 
| Reported Captured. 


NAVARRO GOING TO FIGHT. 


Government General Marching On In- 
surgent Forces. 


Mexico City, Jan. 4.—Cusfhuriechic, a town 


of 8,000 inhabitants south of Gan Andres, in 
the state of Chihuahua, is reported to have 
fallen into the hands of the rebels. The 
town is of little importance strategically.

Owen Will Attack Lorimer. 
“Senator Owen will address the senate at

that the senate should stand upon the ethical 


rule that no election of a senator shown to 


have been based in any degree upon bribery 
or corrupt practices should be allowed to 
stand. 

There appears to be a sharp vias 
among the senators in opposition to Lari- 
mer as to which shall take the lead. Senator 
Borah, who has been much in earnest in his 
opposition to Lorimer from the day that the 
committee on privileges and elections sub- 
mitted its report, stimulated interest among 
the opponents of Lorimer by the statement 
that unless some other senator, charged with 
a responsibility in the matter, should intro- 
duce a resolution declaring Lorimer's seat 
vacant, he, Senator Borah, would feel im- 
pelled to do 80. 


Change of Front All Along. 
This had the effect of goading Senator 
Beveridge into action. The senator from 
Indiana had several bales of documentary 
material carried into his committee room 
today and the intimation was given that he 
would have something to say tomorrow on 
the Lorimer case. 

When the case was first submitted it 
began to look as if no one. would show any 
interest in opposing Lorimer.

RAYNER AGAINST LORIMER. 

Baltimore, Md., Jan. 6, 3.a.m.—[Special.J— 
The Baltimore Sun prints the following from 
its Washington correspondent: 

“Senator Isidor Rayner has finished read- 
ing the testimony before the committee on 
privileges and elections in the. Lorimer case 
and has reached the conclusion that the re- 
port of the committee is not justified by the 
facts and that Lorimer is not legally entt- 
tled to his seat in the senate. 

Leaving aside the morality of the meth- 
ods used to bring about hie @lection, and 
aside from the question as to whether the 
senate should retain as a member a man in 
whose interests such open corruption and 
bribery as has been shown was employed, 
Mr. Rayner contends the election of Lorimer 
4o be invalid and will so comtend on the 
floor of the senate when the matter comes 
‘up. 

„Senator Bailey of Texas, who signed the 
whitewashing report as a member of the 
committee. will take.the other side, and the 
argument as to the constitutionality of Lori- 
mer’s election, regardless of its more un- 
savory phasés, promises to be one of the 
most interesting features of th. fight. 


Rayner Doubts the Majority. 

“ Mr. Rayner's contention is this: The leg- 
islature of Illinois is composed of 202 mem- 
bers. To make his election valid under the 
constitution Lorimer must be able to show an 
untainted majority of all members elected, 
which would be 102. Lorimer actually re- 
ceived 108 votes. but the report of the com- 
mittee shows that seven of these are invalid— 
four of whom confessed to having receiv ed 
money to vote for him and three of whom, it 
was shown, had paid the money. These seyen, 
Mr. Rayner contends—and the committee 
practically admits—are invalid and cannot 
be counted for Lorimer. Their subtraction 
would leave Lorimer with 101—one jess than 
the constitutional majority necessary. 

„ Hence. Mr. Rayner believes the election 
illegal and that Mr. Lorimer is not entitled 
to stay in the senate. The committee's con- 
tention is that Lorimer was not required to 
have a majority of all members elected to the 
legislature, but omly a majority of a quorum, 
and that therefore the scven tainted votes 
could be thrown out and he would still have 
more than enough to make his election valid. 

“Mr. Rayner has examined the constitu- 
tion and the law carefully on this point and is 
perfectly sure of his stand that if the seven 
votes are thrown out Lorimer was not legally 
elected and therefore is not entitled to re- 
main in the senate. 

Some See Eleven Bad Votes. 

Other members of the senate who have 
examined the testimony assert that the evi- 
dence shows that at least eleven of the Lori- 
mer votes were tainted and should not be 
counted. Even this number would not, ac- 
cording to the committee, invalidate Lori- 
mer’s election, and the argument used is that 
he could afford to lose thirteen stich votes 
and still have received sufficient to-entitle 
him to his seat. Mr. Rayner thinks this po- 
sition is utterly indefensible.

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PACKERS’ PLEA LIKE GOMPERS: 


‘Right of Jury Trial on Contempt 


of Court Charge Asserted.

tion Under Indictments. 


‘The contention’ of John Mitchell, Samuel 
Gompers, and Frank Morrison, labor. leaders, 
for the right of trial by jury on a contempt of 
court charge met with quasi approval yes- 
terday from the attorneys for J. Ogden Ar- 
mour, Louis F. Swift, Edward Morris, and 
other indicied packers. 

This is the third attempt to sidetrack the 
prosecution of the paekers from the federal 
District court, in which Judges Landis and 
Carpenter preside, to the Circuit court, in 
which Judges Grosscup, Kohlsaat, Baker, 
and Seaman are sitting. ! 

The first attempt was made by objecting to 
Judge Landis because he had investigated 
the beef trust in behalf of the government 
in 1895. The statute provided that in case the 
district judge had been of counsel for 
either side he should certify the case to the 
Circuit court. Judge Landis blocked this 
move promptly by placing the case on Judge 
Carpenter’s calendar. 

Right of Jury Trial Claimed. 

It was then objected that the equity case 
for the dissolution of the National PacKing 
company, started last March in the Circuit 
court, should be prosecuted before the indict- 
ment. Rather than argue the matter the 
government dismissed the petition.

ALDERMEN AGREE 
TO SALARY BOOST 


Observers Say Police Have 
“Signed Up” Thirty-five 
Members of Council. 


CLAIM FUND IS FOR USE. 


1 
Charges Made That Collection 
Taken Last Fall Will Be 
Distributed Now. 


Assertions that thirty-five members of the 
city council are under pledge to vote for a 
10 per cent increase in salaries for police- 
men, and declarations that the collection 
taken up among members of the force last 
fall was “‘for use at this time” and not 
in connection with the spring election were 
made yesterday. 

They followed close on the heels of re- 
marks upon the assurance of members of 
the department that they would be granted 
the increase in spite of City Controller 
Wilgon’s declaration that the city’s revenus 
in 1911 will not permit it. Predictions by men 
in the inner circle of a policemen’s organize- 
tion that the council would grant their re- 
quest led to questions as to the basis of the 
assurance with the assertions as a result. 


The identity of the thirty-five aldermen al- 


leged to be pledged could not be ascer~ 
tained; and no evidence appeared that the 
collection levied three months ago had been 
“used” appeared. Several aldermen ques- 
tioned upon their attitude toward the salary 
increase denied that they had ‘“ pledged ” 
themselves, but said they would support the 


request. 


When the taking of the collection was dis- 
closed there were no denials from any mem- 
ber of the policemen’s organization, but ex- 
planations were given that the fund—repre- 
senting the contributions of nearly 4,000 men, 
and rumored to amount to $30,000—was to 
be used in the February primaries and the 
April election in support of men pledged 
to work for the salary increase. 


Official Asks a Few Questions. 

“Why should they take a collection ip 
October and November for the elections so 
far ahead? was the question asked by a city 
official during the day. If the men sworn to 
vote for the increase were elected they 
couldn't vote for an increase during the year. 
That has to be done when the annual appro- 
priation bill is made up. Salaries can’t be 
increased during that time. 

“The explanation that they were raising 
the fund to use in obtaining an increase of 
salary for themselves was cofréet; but it was 
intended to be used when and where it would 
bring the most benefit. It couldn't have been 
on the promige that the salary raise was to 
come in 1912. It was taken up on a promise 
that the raise would come in 1911. To come 
in 1911 it must be voted by the council with 
the rest of. the appropriation bill. Phat will 
be passed long before the primaries and stil 
further in advance of the election. It was 
raised to be used now if its use becomes 
necessary.“

‘New York, Jan. 5, 8 a. m.—The Sun prints

Rayner Doubts the Majority. 
“ Mr. Rayner’s contention ts this: The leg- 


islature of Illinois is composed of 202 mem- 


bers. To make his election valid under the 
constitution Lorimer must be able to show an 
untainted majority of all members elected, 
which would be 102.. Lorimer actually re- 
ceived. 108 votes. but the report of the com- 
mittee shows that seven of these are invalid 
four of whom confessed to having received 
money to vote for him and three of whom, it 
was shown. had paid the money. These seven. 
Mr. Rayner contends—and the committee 
practically. admits—are invalid and cannot 
be counted for Lorimer. Their subtraction 
would leave Lorimer with 101—one less than 
the constitutional majority necessary. 
„Hence. Mr. Rayner believes the election 
Lorimer is not entitled 
to stay in the senate. The committee's con- 
tention is that Lorimer was not required to 
have a majority of all members elected to the 


| legislature, but only a majority of a quorum, 


and that therefote the seven tainted votes 
could be thrown éut and he would still have 
more than enough to m@ke his election valid. 
. “Mr. Rayner has examined the constitu- 
tion and the law carefully on this point and is 
perfectly sure of his stand that if the séven 
votes are thrown out Lorimer was not legally 
elected and therefore is not entitled to re- 
main in the senate. 
Some See Eleven Bad Votes. 

Other members of the senate who have 
exatalned the testimony assert that the evi- 
denc* shows that at least eleven of the Lori- 
mer votes were tainted and should not be 
‘counted. Even this number would not, ac- 
cording to the committee, invalidate Lori- 
mer’s election, and the argument used is that 
he could afford to lose thirteen such votes 
and still have received sufficient to-entitle 
him to his seat. Mr. Rayner thinks this po- 
gitior’ is utterly indefensible. . 

Interest in the case continues to increase; 
and many senators do not hesitate to ex- 
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press their at the efforts of 
Lorimer and the influence behind him to hold 
on to his seat under any circumstances. ‘It 
is asserted. by some that unless the senate 
clears its skirts in this matter by refusing 
to permit him to remain in the body, the |

LORIMER AT BURROWS’ HOUSE. 


Weshington, D. C., Jan. 4.—[Special.}— | 


When a reporter called tonight upon Sena- 
tor Julius C. Burrows, chairman of the sen- 
ate committee on privileges and elections, 
he found Senator Lorimer seated in the 
back parlor of the house. The Illinois sena- 
tor’s automobile was standing at the curb. 
Senator Burrows and Senator Lorimer were 
in conference at the time, and this confer- 
ence was interrupted while Senator Burrows 
regeived the reporter and talked with him 
about the predicamerit of State Senator 
Holstlaw. 

Apparently, however, Senator Burrows 
was not anxious for his two visitors to meet. 
Inetead of inviting the reporter into the 
room with Mr. Lorimer, he steered him out 
into the hall, and there talked over the 
Springfield developments, in a subdued tone 
of voice. 

When asked if the developments in Spring- 
fleld would have any effect upon the action 
of the investigating committee, whose re- 
port je now before the senate, Senator Bur- 
rows said: 

Jean gee no reason whatever for a change 
of mind on the part of the senate commit- 
tee. We knew the character of Holstiaw 
when we made our report, and are not sur- 
prise@ at the news from IInolis. I see no 
cause for altering the committee report.” 

Senator Depew, one of the committee mem- 
bers who indorsed the conclusione ot the sub- 
committee, said tonight that Holstlaw was 
worthy of study as one of the most extraor- 
dinary characters he had ever heard of. 

“JI do not think the subcommittee,” said 
Mr. Depew, “ will be amazed at any action 
which the Illinois legislature might take 
with regard to Holstlaw.

The fact is, the subcommittee anticipated 
the investigation which is to be made by the 
Illinois state senate.

The resolutiens propose that the names of 
judicial candidates be printed upon separate 
ballots and be deposited in a separate box, 
but at the genera! election.

Claims Browne Is Counsel. 
After agreeing to a date for the trial and 


declaring that he desired an early hearing | 


of the charge against him, Erbatein appeared 
in court in the morning and announced that 
he had severed connection with Attorneys 
James T. Brady and Charles Soelke and re- 
tained Legislator Lee O Neil Browne as coun- 
sel. Armed wih an affidavit, he asked Judge 
Brentano for an indefinite continuance, urg- 
ing that his attorney now was in attend- 
ance at the state legislature at Springfield. 

A second affidavit set forth that Representa- 
tive Fred Erickson, an important witness, 
also was in Springfield, 

The assistant prosecu ared that the 
withdrawal of the old attoriieys and the re- 
taining of Browne was only a design on Erb- 
stein's part to manipulate for further delay 
in the trial and urged the court to compel 
Erbstein to go to trial.

In denying the Erbstein motion for a con- 
tinuance, Judge Brentano pointed out that 
there was doubt if Erbstein’s affidavit was 
applicable in a criminal case, and intimated 
that he, was not sgtisfied with the explana- 
tion made concerning the dismissal of the 
defendant's former counsel, 


Shows Error in Affidavit, 

After calling attention to the statute con- 
cerning the continuance of cases where an 
attorney is in attendance at a session of the 
general assembly, which the prosecutors held 
aphled only to civil cases, the judge said;

PARDON FOR M’CANN SOUGHT 


Petition Circulated in Police Sta- 
tions Is Signed by Many. 


STEWARD SILENT ABOUT IT. 


Rumor, However, Says the Action is 
Disapproved by the Chief.

A petition urging Gov. Deneen to pardon 
Edward McCann, former police inspector, 
convicted of grafting, was started even be- 
fore McCann boarded a train that carried 
him to a Joliet cell on Tuesday. 

It was launched In the police department 
in the same mysterious way as was the 
movement to take up a collection for his 
benefit, which aroused a‘number of the com- 
manding officers of the department to 
threaten publicity if the effort were pushed 
too far. 

Their attitude squelched what they de- 
clared a levying of toll; but the convicted 
man's friends began the attempt for his 
release in just as sweeping a manner with 
the alm of obtaining the aid of every mem- 
ber of the force. 

The fact that the petitions were air- 
culating in almost every precinct house in 
the city became known late in the afternoon 
and it was believed to have reached the 
ears of Assistant Chif Schuettler, although 
both he and Chief Steward declined to dis- 
cuss the subject. 


Strange Silence Is Observed. 

In gpite of this silence there was obvious 
in the manner of policemen approached on 
the subject during the evening a desire to 
deny all knowledge of the petition that sup- 
ported rumors that word had been passed 
indicating that support for the movement 
would displease headquarters“ No formal 
order showed that the circulation of the 
petition had been forbidden, but it was ru- 
mored that an informal expression of dis- 
approval was sent broadcast from the city 
hall. 

I will not sign the petition,”’ sald In- 
spector John Wheeler. I don’t want to 
mix in the case at all.

SAVES $900,000 IN SCHOOLS | 


Bids Out for Last of Six Teo- 
nomical” Buildings, 


STYLE IS MORE SIMPLE.

$50,000 Cut from Cost of Each of th 
Struct ures, 


Over $800,000 in the cost of school buildings 
will be the amount saved by the Chicago 
board of education when the first series of six 
edifices, according to the economical type 
plan originated'a year ago, are finished. 

Bids om contracts for;the erection of the 
sixth building, to be located at Genleaf 
avenue and Pingree street, will be advertised 
for today. The other five are in process of 
construction, being’ the Parkman school, 
Fifth avemie and Fifty-first street; the Kohn, 
State and One Hundred and Fourth streets; 
the Mozart, Hamlin and Humboldt avenues; 
the Agassiz, Seminary avenue and Wolfram 
street, and the Gray, r N avenue 
and Grace street. 

The new typeof building is . to con- 
tain every educational facility that the od 
expensive structures possessed. The style of 
architecture is more simple, and altogether 
the change will mean a saving of approxi- 
mately $55,000 on each school over the old 


ty pes. 


New Buildings to Cost $165,000. 

The new bulldings will cost $165,000 and will 
be strictly fireproof throughout. They will 
containeach twenty-four classrooms, possess 
a capacity oi 1,200 pupils, and have assembly 
halls, gymanisiums, manual training rooms, 
household arts rooms, and kindergarten de- 
partments. 

One of the features of the new bulldings 
will be a combined gymnasium and assembly 
hall Both will be located on the ground floor, 
occupying the front part of the buildings, and 
will be separated by sliding doors which can 
be opened, giving one large assembly hall 
with a capacity of 1,000 persons. 

The dimensions of the buildings will be 220 
x200 feet over all and 2080 feet for the 
three story central part. Plans for the build - 
ings were drawn by Acting Architect A. F. 
Hussander after the board had ordered plans 
previously drawn discarded. The plane for 
the latest. schoo? of the type were accepted 
by the board a week age and the eppropria- 
tion was authorized by thecity council

THE HONOR OF THE ILLINOIS 
SENATE, 

That nice and delicate honor which 
ever governs in the Illinois senate is hold- 
lng its nose temporarily. The offending 
D. W. Holstlaw, senator from the Forty- 
second district, is being detained at the 
end of a jong pole pending a final deter- 
mination of his case, and Senator Stan- 
ton C. Pemberton, by his own request, is | 
excused from “ deliberations of the senate 
for the present,” but the undaunted Sena- 
tor John Broderick is planted squarely 
and complacently in his seat. 

A shiver of repulsion ran up and down 
the senatorial spine yesterday as the sec- 
retary approached the name of Holstlaw 
en roll call, and Lieut, Gov: John G. 
Oglesby, president of the senate and cus- 
tedian of its delicacy, halted the ad- 
venturous tongue which almost had pro- 
faned the senate chamber with an utter 
ance, , 

But the bold and hardy Broderick, un- 
abashed, arose with uplifted right hand 
to take the oath of office before Chief 
Justice Vickers: “nor will I accept or 
receive, directly or indirectly, any money 
of any valuable thing from any corpora- 
tion, company, or person for any vote or 
influence I may give or withhold on any 
bill, resolution, or appropriation, or for 
any other officia) act.” 

Broderick was sworn and took his seat, 
Holstlaw's seat is vacant. The resigna- 
tion which he sent to Secretary of State 
Rose last summer was read to the senate. 
A motion declaring his title void and ex- 
punging his name was offered. It was 
ordered to lie on the president’s table, and 


later was referred to the committee ap- 


pointed to investigate the charges againat 
members. 

Holstlaw last May confessed: 

“I voted for William Lorimer for 
United States senator apd received there- 
for $2,500. Senator John Broderick af- 
fered me the money the day before Lari- 
mer was elected. I had voted previously 
for Stringer. Then I voted for Lorimer, 
and a few days later Broderick in his 
saloon th Chicago paid the money in $100 
bills.” ,

The de- 
partment of justice has collected, with 
much trouble and expense, all the evidence 
needed to convict them, Now they prom- 
ise the government that they will dissolve 
a trust whese dissolution the courts are 
bound to erder, and to abstain from evil 
practices in the future it will let the 
matter drop. 

The department of justice has been deat 
to their appeals, The prosecutions must 
go on. The violators of the law must he 
punished.. Really, there was nothing else 
for the law officers of the government to 
do. It is true that the men who are ask- 
ing for mild treatment are small offenders 
compared with others which the depart- 
ment of justice is after, but that is no 
reason why they should go gcot free. It 
would be a bad precedent.

With regard to Grand Constantine, he 
is the most intellectual and learned man of 
all the princes of his dynasty, is one ef the 
foremost af living Russian poets, his poeme 
being characterized by a markedly liberal 
strain, and being published under the initials 
of K. X., standing for Konstantine 
Konstantinovitch.” He is president of the 
Imperial Academy of Sciences at St. Peters- 
burg, has translated several of Shakespeare's 
works into Russian, and has staged “ Ham- 
let, with himself in the title rohes, on the 
boards of the Imperial theater of the palace 
of Tsarskoe-Selo. At one moment, indeed, he 
was afflicted with that peculiag mental trou- 
ble which so often overtakes those who de- 
vote themselves to the study ef Shakspeare’s 
ill fated prince of Denmark, and who identify 
themselves too closely with his personality.

THE GOVERNMENT AND RAILROAD 
SAFETY 


La Salle, II., Jan. 8.—Why ie it that the 
United States government has not taken 
some steps to prevent the terrible loss of 
life upon the railways of this country? 1 
read in Tun Trisuns last month that for 
the year ended June 30, 1910, 8.868 people 
had been killed and 84,440 injured on the 
railroads; also that the casualties for the 
last ten years amounted to 50,000 killed 
and over 850,000 injured. Whose fault is 
it that we stand thus shamed before the 
world? J. L. B. 


The railroad companies profess to be more 
than anxious to adopt safety devices. Many 
of them have installed expensive plants 
which are effective if the human equation is 
omitted. As a whole they are averse to 
adopting any uniform device unless it bears 
the government's guaranty of absolute safe- 
ty. The government, on other hand, is 
equally averse to pronouncing any device as 
infallible. Thousands of patents for devices 
and appliances for this purpose have been 
granted. None of these apparently are satis- 
factory in spite of the claims made for them. 

In June, 1906, congress enacted a bil} for 
the appointment of a block signal and train 
contro? board by the interstate commerce 
commission for the purpose of investigating 
and recommending safety devices for the 
prevention of accidents on railroads. This 
board was appointed in June, 1907. It is com- 
posed of five competent men, but in their 
term of

they considered a device which it was claimed 
would without human aid prevent wrecks. 
Of it the board said ite defects were only 
matters of detail and can be easily correct- 
ed. The patentee is said to have made the 
desired changes, but the device has not been 
passed upon.

MOVE IS AN UNEXPECTED ONE 


League Seeks to Have Order Dissolved; 
Belligerents to Fight. 


Waterloo won the first skirmish in its cam- 
paign to remain in the Three Eyes league by 
plastering a Superior court injunction on the 
other seven clubs yesterday, restraining them 
from voting the scrappy Iowa city out of the 
circuit. ° Thereby the adjourned annual 
meeting, which was to have been held at the 
Palmer’ house, was ‘tied in a knot and ad- 
journed again.. The other members of the 
league practically were unanimous in the 
opinion that this action by Waterloo removed 
the last chance. the olub had of retaining its 
franchise. 

The restraining order, which was issued 
by Judge Cooper; was put into effect just de- 
fore the club owners went into session. No at- 
tempt was made to transact business. and after 
reading the minutes of the last meeting without 
voting to approve them the meeting dissolved. Sev- 
eral ineffectual attempts were made to straighten 
out the tangle by conférence With the 1 


lowans, after which it was decided to let 
fight it out in the courts. 


Fight to Last Ditch, 


The Waterloo warriors, led by G. A Lichty. an- 
nounced to the league that they would carry their 
cause to the highest court in the land if neces- 
sary and their wald they had legal 
advice to the effect that they could not lose.

Waterloo claims the first part of this agreement 
will not hold in law and that it cannot be forced 
out of the league on the strength of it, but that 
if it eventually is obliged to drop out, its property 
rights will be protected by the second part of the 
agreement, therefore it has everything to gain 
by fighting and nothing to lose. 


Point to Constitution. 


Three Eyes league magnates pointed out a clause 
in their constitution which specifies that any club 
whose owners carry 2 dispute into the courts loses 
ite franchise automatically by that act. and assert 
that clause in their magna charta was written by 
one of the best lawyers in the state. According to 
them, Waterloo already has forfeited its member- 
ship, and all that is necessary now s to get the 
injunction dissolved, admit Quincy to the league, 
and go ahead playing ball while the Waterice 
people are carrying their case up through the 
different courts. 

Then if it should happen that the law holds 
Waterloo still ic a member of the Three 
league, they want to know if the law will restrain 
the other Three Eyes league teams from ace 
dentally missing trains whenever scheduled to go 
to Waterloo.

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UP TO HIGHEST TRIBUNAL 


So-Called Trade Secrets Entitle 
Plaintiff to Monopoly, Ac- 
cording to Plea. 


‘Washington, D. C., Jam .Do contract: to 
prevent “cut rates in proprietary medi- 
cines violate the Sherman anti-trust lew 
or the common law in restraint of trade? 

That question was argued today before 
the Supreme court of the United States 
Upon the decision of the court is said to de- 
pend the continuation of cut rates in pro- 
prietary medicines in the United States. It 
probably will be several weeks before the 
court will announce its decision. 

‘The question was brought before the court 
by the Dr. Miles Medical company of E- 


hart, Ind. A few yeare ago that company 


entered into certain contracts with dealers 


uin medicines throughout the country. These 


were not contracts of sale, so the company 
now contends, but contracts of consignment, 
under which the dealers did not become 


| the owners of the medicines, but did become 


agents of the company. One of the condi- 
tions of the contracts wae that the dealers 
should seli only to certain persons and at 
certain prices. 

Alleges Broken Contract, 

John D. Perk & Sons Co. of Cincinnati 
did not enter into a contract with the Dr. 
Miles Medical company, but the latter 
charges the Cincinnati firm with inducing 
others who did make such contract to break 
the conditions concerning) persons and prices. 
The manufacturing company went into the 
courts asking for an injunction against the 
Cincinnati firm to prevent it from procuring 
contract violations and. from selling the med- 
icine at cut rates. 

Justice Lurton, then on the Circuit bench, 
announced the opinion of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the Sixth cir- 
cult, in which the Injunction requested by 
the manufacturer wae denied. Thecase was 
appealed to the Supreme court and Frank F. 
Reed and Edward 8. Rogers presented 3 
brief in support of the position taken by 
the Dr. Miles Medical company. Aton B. 
Parker and WilNiem J. Shroder filed a brief 
for the John D. Park & Sons Co. 

In the brief for the manufacturer it was 
urged that the lower court had-erred in 
holding that, even if the contracts were 
construed as contracts of consignment or 
agency, that they were vold because in re 
straint of trade, both at common law and 
under the Shermen anti-trust law.. 


Trade Secrets a Factor. 

In the first place it was argued in the brief 
that contracts between a principal and an 
agent were not in restraint of trade, what- 
ever conditions were included in the con- 
tracts. Furthermore, it was contended that 
the medicines embodied trade secrets and 
from the nature of the articles the owner of 
the secrets was entitled to a monopoly there- 


in. 


In the brief prepared by Mr. Parker and 
Mr. Shreder it was argued that the courts 
could mot insure an unnecessary monopoly 
in proprietary medicines. It was argued that 
the manufacturer was asking for a protection 
granted only to patented articles, without 
subscribing to the condition imposed upon 
patented articles—namely: that they. will be- 
come avaliable to the public after a few years, 
Extended arguments were presented in the 
brief to show that the contracts violated 
the common law and the Sherman act.

Conditions in the general bond market 
show considerable irregularity.

Should 
there be a turn in the affairs of the railroads 
which would give the large interests in New 
York some excuse for taking a more hopeful 
‘view of things there would gradually follow 
@ better feeling throughout the country. It 
may be noted that belief in this view is largely 

responsible for the improvement which has 
taken place in the New York stock market.
